Sir Arthur Conan Doyle wrote 
his first short story at the age of 
five. The year was 1804. . 
I Its chief ingredients were swords, 
• pistols, guns, and a Bengal tiger. 
^However the «tor y|i«oiL Impressed 
IHlffiefyoung aûthorrf|l&mlé that he 
'^"'1!ec|de<l to send .the boy away to 
achool. 

; ■ ; This was one of little known 
Incidents in Doyle's life, which C. 
i^.fO. Reiffenslein told members of 
the St. Jame's Literary society last 
night. His subject wa9° "Notes On 
The Life Of 'ConaniDoyle" , , 
' Following his earilurnterafy at- 
tempt Doyle did considerable re- 
.search in the Chamber of Horrors 
at Madame Tursaud's Wax work' 
Exhibition when he',\yas a boy of 
ten. "The sligh^- impressed me," 
he is reputed to^au^Mid. 

Later In lIf^H[^^pbecame à 
ihip's surgeoh^^fni? first voyage 
he rciatèa"WfiSt Vlîé; had gained 
' much satUfaciion from having 
fouKht a steward and blacked' his 
eye. 

J After he had ^returned from the 
p£ifea Dr. Doyle practised medicine in 
'^"''Porlsmouthi where he met. a man 
V called Dr.' James Watson who be- 
came the njodel for the.

' '. (oh,-and in Edinburgh he encoiin- 
;Tii;^red;a-very;8trange Individual. Dr. 
, • Bell,' wtio 'later became known as 
Sherlock Holmes. It was at approx- 
imately this period that Doyle fell 
In love with five girls at the same 
time.; jaBil»ul§lt me - in a . pitiable 
J|wrotç to his mother. 
"À" SluSy 'In Scarliei" was Doyle's 
first novel to be published. He fol- 
lowed with a- number ' of ' short 
stories which were published in the 
Strand Magazine. These he sold for 
£50 apiece. Two years later, in 
1B88, he published V'Micab Clark".

and Doyle gave up the practice of 
medicine altogether. 

Mr.(.ftflffenatein said that Doyle 
was soon' tired of Sherlock Holmes, 
and tried to kill him off at least 
twice, biil each time the public 
outcry became so great that the 
détective had to be revived.

One little known achievement of 
the author was his collaboration 
with Sir James Barrie in the writ- 
ing of a libretto of an operetta.

, speaks In philosophy . . . 

MacDougall 
Outlines ISS 
Activities 

"The people . of southeast Asia 
will otily stay favorable to us If 
we act immediately through such 
agencies as tlie International* Stu 
dents', ;.Service,'^,^ABIli MacDougall 
graduate "of tlie' University of Tor- 
onto, said in a talk to the philo 
Sophy lecture group today. Mac 
Dougall Is a member of the na 
tional committee of I.S.S. and was 
a delegate to the I.S.S. conference 
In India last summer. He is at Mc- 
GIII to promote interest in the 
work of I.S.S., in connection with 
the Combined Charities Drive here 

MacDougall 'explained to the stu- 
dents that I.S.S. \s an international 
organization of students, principally 
European,' which was. founded in 
1020, for. tiic purpose of fostering 
better international^ understanding 
on a student level. It inciudcs'rnem- 
bcrs of the faculties of the univcr' 
sitics and graduate students as wcl 
as undcrgrads. 

The aim of the organization Ls 
service, he said. It provides mater- 
ial assistance from fortunate coun- 
tries to those universities which arc 
not able to obtain^the^nçcçssities 
to ^carry; on'^^tùdiçi.' .À' 8 
vice of I.S.S. Is that'll jjro vides a'n 
opportunity for people of diffcrcni 
ideologies to discuss their prob 
lems. "The service is non-partisan 
ana it cannot work with those who 
don't believe that there should be 
no discrimination of race, religion 
or political beliefs in the Student 
Service. For this reason, I.S.S. ha^ 
been unable to work with the stu 
dents groups of the iron-curtain 
countries. , 

The I.S.S. in Canada has done a 
great deal to help foreign students 
silice the war, MacDougaUjsàid,^ln- 
eluding a gift of $125,odo^n^cncl 
supplies, and a great deal of relief 
work made possible through gov- 
ernment grants. Thirty-six displac 
ed students. have been brought to 
this country, and three German stu- 
dents are ' currently in' Canada 
learning, the. ways of democracy, t« 
take ^ bacjç: with them to Germany, 
"People '^mus't be made to see 
democracy in action," MacDougall 
emphasized. The Canadian govern 
ment has made it possible for the 
I.S.S. to hold summer seminar 
when students of different nations 
may- study and discuss problems 
together. 

MacDougall closed his speech on 
the grave topic of South East Asia. 
"There Is an'' Increasing Interest 
here in India, Paicistan, Indo-Chlnii 
and the^ other nations of South 
East Asia,'!: he said, "because our 
fate secms'td be very closely tlec^ 
with theirs right now.

the highest order,*' saidi Profëssor 
Lismcr, and he proceeded to tell 
the Club of some of his travels in 
primitive African societies, where 
art is a natural part ot living and 
a communal cxpcrleriee^dxi^ls. a 
colorful and tangible eicpressibh of 
basic needs and emotions. 
. The ereatlve tradition is em- 
bodied in the artist, whether paint 
er, sculptor, novelist or poet. And 
as such, the artist stands opposed 
to the static, the mediocre, and the 
indifferent, He fias always been the 
"atomlc"^iscct'6r; of -humanity — tho 
living particle, .sensitive to time, 
and space, and'jlfo' around him. 
Professor Lismcr felt,' and I would 
certainly agree with him, ■ that. In 
the face of the increased commer- 
cialism now afflicting every phase 
of our visual experience, the crcat' 
ive artist Is more valuable than 
ever for his fresh and living ap- 
praisal of the world about us.

into an artistic medium and this 
translation not only requires'- the 
fixed observance of certain rules, 
but adso demands .a' tremetidous 
amount of practice If the art is to 
be effective.. The fable that pôets 
are born* and not made Is .a half- 
truth, and the ridiculous Illusion 
that all good poetry Is written In 
the white heat of passion, and con- 
versely that all poetry written in 
the white heat of passjo^musti^bc 
good, has done IncalcuMieftiahn. 
All poets. . eyèn ' the : greatest, de- 
velop their ability to translate only 
by practice. No mathematician 
would think of translating and' de- 
veloping his ideas without obey- 
ing the laws of the symbols which 
he-uses q.hd to which he aVbllrarlly 
assigns precise^Veanlngs. -Why 
should a poet''tbitik he can wil- 
fully disobey the analogous laws ol 
poetry? 

What Is the ■ difference between 
poetry and prose?' This Is ^such a 
tremendoui questiop that-. 1 would 
like to draw attention to only one 
viuily important distinction. AVé 
all know that music appeals to cer- 
tain qualities irt our psychological 
make-up. It may arouse In us in- 
expressible yearnings or unaccount- 
able melancholy or a feeling of 
lassitude or many other things.

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Rcdpatli Library 
by Alex Pope 

The visitor to the McGlll Library 
is most struck by the variety of 
title and treatment to be found 
there. This is not surprising since 
It contains more rare and valuable 
books than any other unlveralty 
library in Canada. "These are In 
nearly all cases the gifts of Mc- 
Glll Alumni. They range from child- 
ren's stories printed In the elgh(- 
centh century to military ftrategy

There are at the' Library, objecis 
such as the original manuscripts ot 
works by John Buchan and Rud- 
yard Kipling; Newton's personal 
copy of his book on Optics, with 
his manuscript notes and correct- 
ions in the margin and one' ot the 
only two existing copies of a play 
by William Shakespeare. There arc 
also such' ancient' items as Egyptian 
papyri and Assyrian • and Babylo- 
nian clay tablets. 

Many of these books, manuscripU. 
maps and pictures we liever tee 
because . there Is nO' space to ex- 
hi^it^ them." The ' Library Is very 
overcrowded as one can see from 
the boxes ot unused books in the 
stacks. Of course this means, that 
these books are "lost" to McCV'll 
until they can be made accessible 
It is hoped that this congestion will 
be remedied by the proposed new 
Ipuilding where there wilt be a 
large reading room holding many 
of the books now In the stacks. 
These will be at the fingertips of 
the six hundred-odd students which 
the new room will- àccbmmbâatet 
There will also be display' cases 
built into the 'walls of passages, and 
public rooms, so'that the rare and 
valuable' objects may be open to 
public view. > ■

Two outstanding leaders in high- 
er education In Canada, one from 
the shores of the AUanilciand lonu 
from Ihc Pacific' coast^'t^ere' Honor- 
ed at the special Convocation "tor 
Ihe In:italIalion of President Stew- 
art. Degree of Doctor of Laws, hon- 
oris causa, was conferred by the 
University Chancellor, Dr. C. F. 
McNally,,^onu^Dn M. Mae- 

Kenztei^Pm^ the Unlvcr- 

iiù]rôr Brltisli 'Columbia, and^^o^^ llic 
Vciy' Révérend P. J. ' Nicholson, 
President of the St. Francis Xavier 
University, Antlgonish, Nova Scotia. 

President MacKcnzle is well 
known to Canadians, as a, leader in 
legal education and as a distinguish- 
ed university president. Born' in 
Pugwash, Nova Scotia, Dr. , Mac- 
Kcnzle received the degrees ot 
B.A. and LL.B.; from Dalhousie 
University and the Master ot Laws 
from Harvard. Later he studied in 
England before Joining the Faculty 
of Law of the University of Tor- 
onto in 1S27. In 1940 Dr. MacKehzm 
was_ called to the University of New 
'Brunswick as .'président whe'rc he 
remained until he moved to the 
west coast in 1944 to his present 
post. 

Monsignor Nicholson has had 
long and close connection with his 
Alma Mater, St Francis Xavier 
University; from which he gradu 
Rted with the degree of B.A. in 
i9U9. In 1911 he received the de 
grce of M.A., followed in 1913 by 
Ihe Ph.D. from Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity In his special field of phy- 
sics. His academic training was 
supplemented by religious training 
at Ihe Grand Seminary of Montreal 
and the St. Augustine Seminary of 
Toronto. From 1912 to 1014 Dr 
Nicholson held a teaching post in 
Physics at St. Francis Xavier where 
he served as Dean of Studies from 
1936 10 ,1944. In that' year he rose 
to the Presidency of Ihe Institution 
to which ' he had devoted a lifetime 
of service. 

Last June, Dr. Nicholson succeed 
ed Principal Cyril James of McGill 
University as President of the Na- 
tional Conference of Canadian Uni- 
versities, and it is In this capacity 
that he will attend thé inaugural of 
President.

Vincent Price 
Tells Varsity 
U.N. Assets 

Toronto, Ont.— '(CUP)"— "One of 
the greatest assets' of the United 
Nations is the growing power of 
the Assembly," Vincent Price, Na- 
tional President of the U.N. in Can- 
ada, told University > ot Toronto 
students recently. 

He explained that when the U.N. 
Charter was signed in 1945, the un- 
derlying idea was that the Security 
Council, and . therefore the .Big 
Five, shoitld have executive powur 
and! the primary responsibillly for 
maintaining peace. Under the char- 
ter the Asfcmbly had little power 
to act or direct, he added,' but it 
was growing, stronger with chang- 
ing conditions- 
Price cited as an example the 
United Peace Proposal Plan, now 
under consideration ot the Assem- 
bly, after, being passed by the Poll; 
ileal Committee; Unâertfe 
the Assembly couidHîIctVindepèn- 
dent'ly of the Security Council to 
stop aggression. It would not be 
able to call out troops of member 
nations, as the Security Council will 
eventually bo able to do,' but could 
call upon theni to supply -pledged 
numbers of troops. Iii' this 'way ag- 
gression c.in be stopped even if the 
veto should 'block any action by 
the Security Council.' 

Mr. Price Is chairman of the 
Canadian Council ot Reconstruction 
Jgh^UNE^CO, and Vice-Presi- 
dent 'ôrfiîe^World Federation of 
UN Association.'!. 

Summing up the five-year record 
ot the United Nations, Price found 
four assets, arid four liabilities. 
Among the assets he placed steps 
toward peace and security In such 
places • as Iran. India, Indonesia, 
and Israel; social and humanllarian 
work through the Economic and 
Social Council and its agencies; the 
growing power of the Assembly; 
and the tact that the organization 



la still tunctlonlng. 

On the liability side of the ledger, 
he found the veto; the lack of an 
international police force; the lack 
of control ot atomic energy; and 
the split between the two ideologies. 

The future of the United Nations 
Is controlled by three challenges, he 
said. The first of these Is to Ihc 
UniUd Nations Itself, and Is 
whether or not the Assembly will 
follo\v up its actions in Korea by 
passing the United Peace Proposal 
Plan.
